5) Claim 3, line 2, "the joining face' lacks antecedent basis. 

6) Claim 3, line 3, " the insertion" lacks antecedent basis. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claim 1 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
